Twenty-four  students  were 
nominated  for  nine  student  body 
offices  at  the  Wednesday 
nominations  meeting  held  by  the 
ASBYU  Elections  Committee.

“Happy”  Cluff,  senior,  advertising 
and  public  relations,  El  Monte, 
Calif.;  Ken  Kartchner,  senior,  civil 
engineering,  Provo;  and  Bryan  L. 
Pettit,  junior,  accounting, 
Glendale,  Calif. 

The  1969-70  executive  vice 
president  will  be  appointed  by  the 
incoming  president  in  accordance 
with  an  executive  by-law  passed  at 
Thursday’s  Executive  Council 
meeting. 

To  avoid  future  confusion  over 
the  selection  of  this  officer, 
students  will  choose  between  two 
methods  of  selection:  appointment 
by  the  ASBYU  President,  or 
election  as  a running  mate  to  the 
ASBYU  President.  Balloting  will  be 
in  conjunction  with  the  final 
elections.

Israel,  Egypt  Duel

The  guns  and  tanks  of  Egypt  and 
Israel  blazed  away  from  dawn  to 
dusk  along  the  Suez  Canal 
Thursday  in  the  third  and  longest 
duel  across  the  103-mile  waterway 
in  the  past  seven  days. 

Radio  Cairo  said  a Greek 
freighter,  apparently  one  of  those 
trapped  at  the  southern  end  of  the 
canal  since  the  1 967  war,  was  hit  in 
the  exhange  of  artillery  there.  The 
broadcast  identified  the  vessel  as 
the  Alina,  but  gave  no  idea  how 
badly  she  was  damaged. 

An  army  spokesman  in  Tel  Aviv 
said  five  Israeli  soldiers  were 
wounded,  three  of  them  seriously, 
bringing  the  number  of  Israeli 


casualties  in  the  fights  along  the 
canal  this  year  to  seven  men  killed 
and  34  wounded. 

An  Egyptian  communique 
broadcast  by  Radio  Cairo  put 
Israeli  casualties  at  65  soldiers 
killed  or  wounded. 

It  said  Egyptian  counterfire 
destroyed  eight  Israeli  tanks,  two 
artillery  batteries,  three  halftracks, 
two  antitank  rocket  carriers,  one 
ammunition  depot,  five 
administration  points,  four 
observation  posts,  two  bulldozers 
and  two  rocket  sites. 

The  communique  listed 
Egyptian  losses  as  three  casualties 
among  the  military,  one  in  the 
town  of  Suez  at  the  southern  end 
of  the  canal. 
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In  Defense  Of  The  Liberal

The  genuine  liberal  has  had  an  even  longer  and  more 
arduous  problem  with  his  label  than  has  the 
conservative.  In  fact,  one  of  the  historical  difficulties 
with  liberalism  is  that  the  word  has  been  seized  and 
exploited  by  individuals,  groups,  and  even  political 
parties  with  diametrically  opposed  policies.  In 
national  politics,  for  example,  we  can't  think  of  a 
single  Presidential  campaign  in  recent  history  when 
each  side  did  not  seek  popular  support  by  claiming  to 
be  the  most  liberal  on  key  issues.  Historically,  the 
word  has  been  invested  with  political  magic. 

In  recent  years,  however,  there  has  been  an  effort  in 
some  quarters  to  use  the  term  liberal  as  a nasty  word. 
Many  of  the  same  extremists  who  are  trying  to 
arrogate  the  conservative  label  to  themselves  have  also 
been  trying  to  make  liberalism  sound  like  an  evil  and 
alien  doctrine  with  profound  subversive  implications. 
They  equate  liberalism  with  partiality-  toward  the 
Soviet  Union  and  with  an  emphasis  on  peace  at  the 
expense  of  freedom. 

Paradoxically,  the  liberal  is  also  under  attack  from 
the  very  forces  he  is  accused  of  advancing.  The 
affiliated,  extreme  Left  has  always  regarded  the 
liberal  as  the  prime  enemy.  Marxist-Leninist  strategy 
believes  that  the  extreme  Right  wing  has  an  important 
role  to  play  in  the  sharp  division  of  the  country 
between  extremes  of  Right  and  Left.  In  this  analysis, 
a class  struggle  must  be  fought  by  the  extremes. 

Liberalism  muddies  the  waters,  according  to  the 
Marxist-Leninist  thesis.  It  is  most  often  associated 
with  a strong  middle  class,  and  a strong  middle  class 
does  not  fit  into  a Marxist  revolutionary  pattern. 
Moreover,  the  liberal  tries  to  convince  people  that 
necessary  social  and  political  change  is  possible 
without  extreme  measures.  This  is  anathema  to  the 
Communist.  He  regards  such  talk  as  naive  and 
dangerous.  It  is  dangerous  because  people  will  not  be 
attracted  to  his  banner  if  they  can  get  what  they  need 
without  violent  upheaval.  In  dealing  with  liberalism, 
therefore,  communism  has  pursued  alternate 
strategies.  It  has  tried  to  gain  control  of  liberal  causes, 
steering  them  into  channels  useful  to  its  own 
purposes.  Failing  this,  it  has  attempted  to  wreck  the 
liberal  organizations  associated  with  such  causes. 

In  the  1930s,  thisrule-or-ruin  strategy  had  a certain 
measure  of  success,  especially  in  popular-front 
organizations.  Since  that  time  the  genuine  liberal  has 
been  increasingly  aware  both  of  the  technique  and  its 
danger  and  has  been  developing  the  means  for  coping 
with  it.  The  genuine  liberal  holds  fast  to  his

convictions  about  the  need  for  constant  improvement 
of  his  society,  but  he  sees  communism  as  a block  and 
not  as  an  approach  toward  that  improvement.  More 
particularly,  he  recognizes  that  American  Communist 
party  not  as  an  independent  political  movement  but 
as  the  extended  foreign  policy  arm  of  the  Soviet 
Union. 

What  does  a genuine  liberal  believe?  In  the  context 
of  today's  world  he  sees  no  contradiction  between 
believing  in  freedom  and  believing  in  peace.  For  he 
believes  neither  in  surrender  nor  suicide.  He  believes 
that  the  policies  that  are  committed  to  the  cause  of  a 
durable  and  enforceable  peace  also  best  serve  the 
cause  of  freedom.  Nuclear  war  may  not  destroy  all  life 
on  earth,  but  it  will  certainly  destroy  the  prime 
conditions  for  meaningful  life.  Peace  without 
freedom  is  unthinkable;  freedom  without  peace  is 
impossible.  Hence  the  genuine  liberal  never  separates 
the  two.  He  puts  the  making  of  enforceable  peace  at 
the  top  of  the  human  agenda  for  our  generation. 

Ideologically,  the  genuine  liberal  is  familiar  with 
Marx  and  Engels,  as  he  is  with  all  the  principal  ideas 
about  human  organizations.  But  his  ideological  and 
historical  kinship  is  not  with  Marx  but  with  men  such 
as  Mill,  Milton,  Jefferson,  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes,  and 
William  James.  He  believes  in  the  perfectibility  of 
man.  He  sets  no  limits  to  the  possibilities  of 
betterment  of  the  human  condition  because  he  sets 
no  limits  to  the  potentialities  of  the  human  mind.  He 
does  not  blind  himself  to  the  existence  of  evil,  but  he 
never  loses  faith  in  the  essential  goodness  of  man.  He 
is  concerned  with  those  conditions  and  circumstances 
that  can  control  the  evil  and  provide  the  fullest  outlet 
for  the  good.  He  sees  a pluralistic  free  society  as 
offering  the  best  arena  for  meeting  the  problems, 
basic  or;  contrived,  that  spew  out  of  the  fact  of  life 
itself. 

In  manner,  the  genuine  liberal  isdisposed  to  accept 
the  good  faith  of  all  those  who  disagree  with  him.  He 
sees  no  weakness  in  admitting  that  he  may  be  wrong. 
He  is  passionate  but  not  punitive  about  his  position. 
His  purpose  is  not  to  lacerate  an  opponent  but  to 
locate  the  facts  and  put  them  to  work.  He  is  not  a 
name-caller.  If  he  disagrees  with  someone  to  the  left 
of  him,  he  doesn't  shout  "Communist."  He  has  no 
conditioned  reflexes  about  slogans  or  labels.  Each 
situation  has  its  own  nature  and  its  own  requirements. 

Genuine  liberalism  is  under  severe  attack,  but  it  is 
not  in  retreat.  Since  it  holds  to  the  idea  that  a human 
being  is  a sovereign  cause  and  that  the  nation  exists 
for  the  purpose  of  serving  this  cause,  liberalism 
cannot  expect  this  concept  to  be  universally  accepted 
or  celebrated.  Until  this  happens  the  pursuit  will  not 
be  without  pain— or  excitement.

Former  Teacher  Dies 


A former  BYU  faculty  member 
died  in  a Colorado  Hospital 
Monday,  April  7. 

Dr.  Glen  S.  Gagon,  49,  who  was 
assistant  professor  of  education  at 
BYU  from  1961  to  1962,  and  an 
instructor  on  the  Provo  campus 
from  1955  to  1959,  died  at  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  in  Denver, 
Colorado,  after  a two-week  illness. 


Dr.  Gagon,  a resident  of  Greeley, 
Colorado,  was  director  of  the 
Colorado  State  College  Reading 
Clinic,  a position  he  accepted  upon 
leaving  BYU  in  1962. 

He  was  bom  March  18,  1920,  in 
Knightsville,  Juab  County. 

A graduate  of  Provo  High 
School,  Dr.  Gagon  received  his 
doctorate  from  Colorado  State 
College  in  1960. 

Nationally  known  as  an 
educator,  he  taught  in 
demonstration  work  in  Shiraz, 
Iran,  from  1951  to  1954,  serving  as 


director  of  elementary  educati 
in  Teheran  in  1955. 

He  spent  five  years  with  the  U.  I 
Air  Force  during  World  War  II  a^ 
navigator,  spending  most  of 
time  in  Great  Britain.  Dr.  GagJ 
was  a recipient  of  the  Purple  He; 
and  the  Distinguished  Flying  Crclj^ 
with  Oak  Leaf  Cluster. 

Dr.  Gagon  was  a member  of  tl|j;j 
LDS  Church,  serving  as  bishop 
the  Greeley  LDS  Ward,  Ft.  Collittl 
stake  patriarch,  bishop  of  the  BY||:| 
Fourth  Ward,  a member  of 
BYU  Third  Stake  High  Council) 
and  counselor  in  the  Provo  Eigjjj 
Ward  bishopric. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  fi||iji 
sons,  two  daughters,  seven  sistei|§ 
and  two  brothers.

Battle  Fought 

SAIGON  ( A P)  — A U.S. 
observation  helicopter  skimming 
tree  tops  along  the  Cambodian 
border  spotted  a North  Vietnamese 
base  camp  Thursday  and  touched 
off  a battle  costly  to  the  enemy. 

The  area  near  the  border  about 
65  miles  northwest  of  Saigon  is 
where  the  U.S.  25th  Infantry 
Division  has  clashed  frequently 
with  North  Vietnamese.  But  not  an 
American  foot  soldier  got  into  the 
battle. 

In  some  recent  clashes  artillery 
and  air  power  have  born  the  brunt 
of  battle.  It  was  reflected  last  week 
in  the  lowest  U.S.  casualty  list  since 
the  enemy  offensive  began  more 
than  six  weeks  ago. 

The  two-man  observation 
helicopter  found  bunkers  and  six 
gun  emplacements  before  it  was 
fired  upon  by  an  antiaircraft  gun 
and  called  for  help  from  a Cobra 
gunship  flying  protective  cover. 

The  two  helicopters  asked  for 
artillery  and  fighter-bomber 
strikes.  The  North  Vietnamese 
blazed  away  with  antiaircraft  fire 
at  the  helicopters  and 
fighter-bombers,  scored  some  hits 
but  failed  to  shoot  any  down,  a 
U.S.  spokesman  said. 

Phone  Problems 

NEW  YORK  (AP)-Telephone 
users  in  some  major  cities  are 
complaining  about  delayed 
installations,  poor  servicing  of 
equipment  and  crowded  phone 
lines. 

And  the  president  of  the 
American  Telephone  & Telegraph 
Co.  admits  there  are  problems  in 
some  areas  but  says  service  is 
getting  better. 

In  Los  Angeles,  Boston,  Chicago, 
New  York  and  southern  Florida 
there  are  complaints  about  delayed 
installation  and  repairs, 
misdirected  calls  and  long  waits  for 
dial  tones. 

While  the  U.S.  telephone  system 
continues  to  enjoy  a reputation  as 
the  best  in  the  world,  service  is 
suffering  from  an  upsurge  of 
demand.

No  Compromise 

GENEVA  (AP)-The  17-nation 
disarmament  talks  returned  to  a 
familiar  pattern  Thursday  as  the 
Soviet  Union  rejected  an  American 
compromise  offer  on  curbing  the 
nuclear  armaments  race  and 
insisted  on  an  old  Russian  proposal 
repeatedly  termed  unacceptable  by 
the  United  States. 

A little  later,  however,  the  two 
powers  announced  they  will  start 
talks  Monday  in  Vienna  on  making 
available  peaceful  nuclear 
explosives  which  could  transform 
the  economies  of  developing 
nations. 

Soviet  negotiator  Alexei  A. 
Rochshin  made  short  shrift  of  the 
plan  for  a cutoff  in  production  of 
fissionable  nuclear  material  for 
atomic  weapons. 


CHICAGO  ( A P)- Representa- 
tives of  the  Illinois  Central 
Railroad  and  the  United 
Transportation  Union  met 
Wednesday  in  an  effort  to  settle  a 
strike  that  tied  up  the  railroad’s 
service  in  14  states.  Some  40,000 
Chicago  commuters  were  among 
those  affected. 


The  railroad  also  sued  in  U.S. 
District  Court  in  Nashville,  Tenn., 
for  a temporary  restraining  order 
against  the  union  whose  4,000 
employees  left  their  jobs  Tuesday 
night.  Judge  William  E.  Miller 
promised  a ruling  by  Thursday  or 
Friday.

College  recruiters  this  year  are 
making  more  offers  than  ever  at  the 
bachelor’s  degree  level  but,  for  the 
second  straight  year,  they  are 
extending  fewer  offers  at  the 
master’s  and  doctoral  levels 
throughout  the  United  States. 

The  number  of  offers  to 
bachelor’s  degree  candidates  has 
risen  13  per  cent  over  the 
corresponding  period  last  year, 
according  to  B.  Keith  Duffin, 
placement  director  at  BYU. 

B YU  is  one  of  1 22  representative 
institutions  from  coast  to  coast 
participating  in  the  College 
Placement  Council’s  Salary  Survey. 
The  Council’s  studies  cover 
beginningg  salary  offers  being 
made  to  make  students  during  the 
current  season.  The  final  report 
will  appear  in  late  June. 

Based  on  dollar  averages, 
chemical  engineers  continued  to  be 
the  most  sought-after  candidates  at 
the  bachelor’s  level— as  has  been 
the  case  since  June  1965.  They 
were  followed  by  four  other 
engineering  groups— electrical, 
mechanical,  metallurgical,  and 
aeronautical.  However,  accounting 
majors  experienced  the  largest 
percentage  increase  since  June  with 
a gain  of  7.7  per  cent. 

Once  again  in  the  over-all  dollar 
averages,  non-technical  offers  to 
bachelor’s  candidates  advanced 
more  rapidly  than  technical  offers. 
Non-technical  averages  went  up  7.3 
per  cent  from  $657  last  June  to 
$705,  including  a 1 .9  per  cent  gain 
since  the  first  CPC  report  in 
January.  Technical  averages,  rising 
from  $767  to  $813,  were  up  6 per 
cent  over  June,  including  a 1 .6  per 
cent  increase  since  January. 

The  types  of  employers  which 
were  the  prime  contributors  to  the 
increased  number  of  offers  at  the 
bachelor’s  level  were  public 
accounting,  aerospace,  chemicals 
and  drugs,  electrical  machinery, 
and  electronics. 

From  the  standpoint  of  dollar 
averages,  the  types  of  employers 
with  the  largest  increases  since 
June  were  food  and  beverage 
processing,  research  and 
consulting,  public  accounting, 
chemicals  and  drugs,

Chemical  engineers  at  the 
graduate  levels  also  continued  in 
great  demand,  leading  all  other 
candidates  in  percentage  increases 
since  June.  At  the  master’s  level, 
their  average  offer  went  up  5.7  per 
cent  and  at  the  doctoral  level  their 
gain  was  4.4  per  cent. 

In  general,  the  percentage 
increases  in  dollar  value  of  offers  at 
the  two  graduate  levels  were  lower 
than  those  experienced  by 
bachelor’s  candidates.  MBA 
candidates  with  a non-technical 
background,  for  example,  gained 
4.1  per  cent  over  June  while  those 
with  a technical  undergraduate 
degree  went  up  3.7  per  cent.

It  honors  the 
late  Dr.  McKenzie,  artist,  surgeon, 
and  physical  educator,  who 
founded  the  American  Academy  of 
Physical  Education  and  was  its  first 
president  in  1930.

The  Texas-El  Paso  junior  blazed 
the  100-yard  dash  against  Brigham 
Young  last  week  in  9.3  seconds, 
tying  the  all-time  WAC  mark 
established  by  Henry  Carr  of 
Arizona  State  in  1963  and  tied  by 
Bernie  Rivers  of  New  Mexico  one 
year  later. 

Fray  and  Brigham  Young  jumper 
Pertti  Pousi  are  the  only  two 
cindermen  to  lead  WAC  best 
performances  in  two  events 
following  all  meets  of  April  7.  Fray 
tops  the  100  with  his  9.3  and  the 
220  with  a 20.7  made  in  the  same 
meet. 

Pousi,  a junior  from  Finland  who 
won  the  NCAA  long  jump 
championship  last  year  and  was 
runnerup  in  the  triple  jump, 
continues  to  dominate  those  two 
events  in  the  league  this  year.  He 
has  a best  of  25-1 1 %.  They  rank 
1-2-3  in  the  conference. 

Brigham  Young’s  long  jump  crew 
is  so  talented  that  three  different 
athletes  have  sailed  past  25  feet.  In 
addition  to  Pousi’s  best,  Jim 
Blaisdell  has  soared  25-2  and  Kari 
Palmen  has  gone  25-1%.  They  rank 
1-2-3  in  the  conference. 

Texas-El  Paso  has  wasted  no  time 
in  proving  that  it  belongs  among 
the  elite  of  WAC  track  and  field. 
The  Miners  edged  defending 
champion  Brigham  Young,  74-70, 
at  El  Paso  last  week  two  days  after 
the  Cougars  had  nudged  New 
Mexico,  74-68. 

The  Miners  hold  No.  1 rankings 
in  nine  of  the  1 7 events,  including 
both  the  440  and  mile  relays. 


Brigham  Young  and  Arizona  State 
each  lead  four  categories,  while 
Arizona  tops  one.

The  BYU  Music  Dept,  is  arranged 
in  three  major  areas,  music  theory, 
applied  music  and  music 
education. 

Headed  by  Dr.  Harold  Lay  cock, 
the  area  of  music  theory  offers  a 
bachelor,  master  and  doctorate 
degree.  Students  who  wish  to 
become  composers,  arrangers,  or 
music  copyists  or  who  wish  to 
teach  theory  of  music,  major  in 
music  theory. 

Dr.  Glenn  Williams  heads  the 
area  of  applied  music  in  which  all 
music  students  are  involved.  Each 
music  student  studies  a certain 
amount  of  applied  music  in  order 
to  develop  proficiency  on  his  major 
instrument  or  in  voice,  but  it  is  the 
student  who  wishes  to  become  a 
performer  who  majors  in  applied 
music.  A B.A.  in  all  areas  of  applied 
music  and  a master’s  in  piano, 
organ  and  voice  are  offered. 

The  music  education  program 
directed  by  Dr.  James  Mason 
provides  professional  training  for 
prospective  teachers  of  music  in 
the  public  schools,  junior  colleges 
and  universities.  Teachers  of 
general  music,  music  theory,  music 
history  and  class  piano  are 
prepared  through  this  program. 

Elementary  classroom  music 
teachers,  conductors  of  bands, 
orchestras  and  choirs,  plus  music 
therapists,  supervisors  of  music  in 
industry  and  private  instructors  are 
other  professions  open  to  the 
music  education  major. 

Directed  by  Dr.  Harold 
Goodman,  the  BYU  Music  Dept, 
sponsors  five  choruses,  two 
orchestras,  two  bands  and  several 
chamber  organizations.  In 
addition,  there  is  an  opera 
workshop  and  considerable 
opportunity  for  individual  solo 
performance  in  recital. 

Each  year  the  Music  Dept, 
sponsors  more  than  265  concerts 
and  recitals,  excluding  lyceums 
sponsored  by  the  student  body. 

With  an  academic  faculty  of  37, 

21  special  part-time  instructors  and 

22  graduate  assistants,  the  BYU 

Music  Dept,  includes  nearly  500 
music  majors.  In  addition,  nearly 
4500  non-music  major  students
